There is an Insistent belief these 
days that the ground upon which an 
orange grove is planted must be made 
to produce something else in addition 
to the oranges or the venture will not 
he profltab/e. 
A good many writers, 
both in the scientific circles and from 
the standpoint of the laymen, have 
had quite a little to' say about this. 
Some ranchers have done well with 
chickens and other fowls. One ranch­ 
er in California is raising asparagus 
between the tree-rows of an orchard 
eighteen years old. A writer in Riv­ 
erside, contributing to the Times of 
Los Angeles, writes as follows:

To live under our own "vine and 
flg tree" is no longer with us a mere 
figure of speech; but it has taken us 
nearly twenty years to really discover 
what can be done on our wonderful 
little California orange grove. It has 
taken us nearly that many years to 
find out the truly wonderful

In fact, the possibilities of produc­ 
tion, and at little additional cos# of 
labor outside of that normally re­ 
quired by the orchard itself, on our 
California orange groves, are, indeed, 
legion and well nigh incalculable.

ing; and all can readi!y find out for 
themselves that the two occupations 
truly can go hand in hand, and that 
right profitably.

To the People of the First Supervisor 
District: 


The 
Los 
Angeles 
C<5unty 
Flood 
Control Association has reaffirmed its 
decision that flood control should 
be 
financed 
by a bond issue, and recom­ 
mended to the legislature a bill dra>vn 
with that end in view, but also pro­ 
viding for a tax levy of 10 cents on 
the hundred dollars for this purpose. 
If the measure is passed, the 
work 
can be carried forward under a tax 
levy even if the bond issue should be 
defeated. 


I am supporting this bill because I 
regard it as a just measure, carefully 
drawn, and promising the only practi­ 
cal solution of this serious problem. 


The assessment plan has been tried 
here and e'sewhoro in California and 
is a failure. 
It is impossible to make 
an assessment in support of works of 
storm water control and conservation 
that the people affected will or should 
accept. 
Our rivers and washes may 
be in one place this year and 
miles 
away within twelve months. 
A thou 
sand causes for which the entire com­ 
munity 
is 
responsible—such 
ns 
the 
large increase in the area of cities, 
with 
paved 
streels—are 
aggravating 
flood 
water 
conditions; 
the 
entire 
community Is menaced In its proper­ 
ty and 
business 
prosperity; 
the en­ 
tire community is vastly benefited by 
controlling and conserving storm wa­ 
ters; and it Is only right 'that the en­ 
tire community should bear the bur­ 
den. 
It should be financed by outside 
capital, through a bond issue. 


Flood control by 
assessment 
dis­ 
tricts, even if it could be accomplish­ 
ed, which it cannot, would be cruelly 
unjust. 
It would bankrupt thousands 
and thereby injure all. 


The 
complete success of 
the 
Los 
Angeles county bond issue for 
good 
roads 
points 
the 
way to 
successful 
flood control. 
Nobody has 
felt 
the 
burden of the road bonds. 
All have 
been benefited. 
The bond issue of $3,- 
500,000 has added tens, if 
not 
y hun­ 
dreds, of millions to the valuation of 
the taxable property of 
the 
county, 
taxes are probably lower because of 
that wise policy. 
Everybody is bet­ 
ter off because the good roads were 
built by a bond issue, as all 
other 
methodB had failed. 


There Is more reason for a bond Is­ 
sue for the control and conservation 
of storm waters than there ever was 
for the bonds for good reads. 
The 
property along the boulevards was en­ 
hanced in value by that Improvement, 
just as some property would be in­ 
creased in value by flood control; but 
It will pay taxes on a higher valua­ 
tion every year till the bonds nre rmid 
off. 


Every foot of 
business,
